Administrator (Jarlield issued a. state- 
ment tonight reminding the nubile 
that whilo the fuel restriction order 
•was drastic, the war was drastic, and 
the order ~wns a necessary war meas- 
ure. 


The statement follows- 
"The- order suspending temporarily 


the, operation of industrial plants in 
portions of the United States is drastic. 
Yet, war is drastic. 
This war is the 


raost extensive and involves greater 
sacrifices than 
any war heretofore. 


The American people led by the Presi- 
dent, entered the war 
deliberately. 


They are staking everything for the 
realization of a great ide.il and the 
Ideal is practical. 
We - know 
that 


democracy must be made a reality at 
home, as well as abroad, and that its 
benefits must be shared by all and its 
sacrifices borne by no single class. 


Capital and Labor are One. 
i 


"Capital and labor are embarked in 


this war because all Americans are 
In it and the American spirit cries out 
against the least suggestion that the 
burden be shifted to the backs of any 
one class, least of all labor, for labor 
has less financial ability to meet the 
prolonged hardships of war than cap- 
"ital. 
"We are realizing the truth now 


as never before that capital and labor 
are not two but one. Their problems 
present merely two effec - o the same 
vital question. The u-seinsh and pat- 
riotic, impulsive and calm look ahead 
will lead the country to approve the 
order now in force. 


"Industry is In an unbalanced con-* 


dition. 
"Wo lack many essentials- 


food, clothing-, fuel. 
"We have piled 


up enormous store! of things not es- 
sential to life but very 
essential to 


•war. "We have piled them up so high 
on our docks and in our storehouses 
that the ships available cannot carry 
them away as fast as they pileup. For 
lack of bunker coal, held 
back 
by 


traffic congestion, the number of ships 
in our harbor increases menacingly. 


"The food supply is threatened to 


«... even greater degree than the fuel 
Buppjy. This condition is in large part 
due to the congestion that at many 
points -holds the loaded cars in its 
grip. 


Treat All Plants Equally. 


'"To "single out industry not engag- 
ed to some extent in war manufac- 
ture is to select industries which in 
the aggregate will bring relief only 
if suspended indefinitely. 


"The order as It stands puts all in- 


dustry on an equal footing, favoring 
iiono and avoiding Unfair competition 
* » *t" 


"Only those industries producing 


necessary war materials that can be 
promptly delivered are permitted to 
operate during the suspended period. 
To permit industries with a coal sup- 
ply on hand to operate would allow 
many of the least essential to con- 
tinue whilo some of the most essential 
would be compelled to atop. More- 
over to allow those fortunate enough 
to possess a coal pile to continue would 
result in adding to the tialflc conges- 
tion and unless they are also suspended 
at a latter period the immediate sav- 
ing in the consumption of coal would 
not result. 


"To have delayed the application of 


the order would only have added to 
the congestion. It is no condemnation 
of industry to say that each would have 
striven to the utmost to increase its 
supply of coal and other raw ma- 
terials during the clays prior to the 
application of the order."

A button and sewing bag has been 


suggested as a very suitrble gift lor 
the soldier boys In France or In tho 
home-training camps. The directions 
for making euch a bag are given as 
follows: 


Use khak! cloth or bro-wn ribbon one- 


half yard long, and as wide as a.spool 
of linen thread (first hemming or bind- 
ing the edges on the length). 


Make a loop of ribbon, leavinp un- 


hemmed edges nt top. 
Place spool In 


loop and sew across at top (or cross 
stitch or binding could be used), thread 
pulling out at one side. 


Nest place paper of needles above 


spool and sew at top, leaving it loose

would drop when hit, and they wore 
courteous enough to signal when we 
made a bull's eye. 


Tho lighting about Ypres was the 


most severe that we encountered and 
we lost in a battle that lasted 1^ days 
-SO men out of -150. Raiding the ene- 
my trenches is dangerous, but it must 
be done to know what they are doing 
and what troops they have- in front of 
us. 
Mail matter i.s delivered to the 


front trenches. You hear much about 
what the Canadians did. The English 
arc not easy to understand, but they 
have, tht righting down to scientific 
accuracy, and are more than holding 
their own at all points. 


Referring to German atrocities, be 


said that he would not speak of them 
in detail, as we try to forget them, 
but,
